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Ohio Assem bly Eyes Discrimination Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A new 
law banning sex discrimination in 
credit was scheduled for some last- 
minute tinkering on the House floor to­ 
day, a week before its effective date. 
lawmakers scheduled a vote on an 
emergency bill which would reword 
the law to make it conform with new 
federal consumer statutes. 
“ But it really doesn't change the 
intent of the state law, and it doesn’t 
take any teeth out," said Rep Michael 
G. Oxley, R-82 Findlay , the House 
sponsor. 
The credit discrimination law takes 
effect next Wednesday, with or without 
the changes. It was passed by the 
legislature last year and signed by the 
governor on Oct 15. 


It forbids discrimination based on 
sex or marital status in all credit 
transactions; it requires lenders to 
consider a combined family income 
rather than just the husband’s salary’ 
when considering a mortgage ap­ 
plication, and it gives the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission enforcement 
powers. 
The law also forbids credit bureaus 
from considering sex when making 
credit evaluations, and allows either 
spouse in a marriage the right to 
demand a separate credit rating from 
the other spouse. 
Oxley said there is no intent to 
change those provisions. The problem. 
he said, is that Congress was working 
on its own credit bill at the same time 


as the Ohio General Assembly. 
The resulting federal law contained 
some slight differences which could 
cause needless expense and trouble for 
businessmen 
Under the present wording of the two 
laws, one sponsor noted, a business 
could be required to print two notices 
of nondiscr un (nation on its credit 
applications - one with the state 
wording, one with the federal wording 
and both meaning the same. 
The bill scheduled for a vote today 
would change the state wording so a 
single notice would suffice 
Oxley said the Ohio Council of Retail 
Merchants took the two Laws and 
compared them 
‘ Where there was some conflict, 


they recommended a change," he said. 
Another provision of the bill require', 
creditors upon request to explain why 
credit was rejected, though that ex­ 
planation can say simply that the 
applicant failed to meet the regular 
standards.

And the number of persons in that 
age group heading their own household 
almost doubled, from 915,000 to 1.8 
million, the report said. 
As a result, the number of persons in 
the young adult age group living away 
from their parents’ homes rose from 
592,000 in 1970 to 1.2 million in 1975, the 
study said. It reported that the per­ 
centage of young adults living alone 
increased from 21.2 per cent of all 25-to 
34-year-olds to 28.5 per cent during the 
five year period. 
Census demographer Arthur Norton 
said the trend of young people living 
away from their parental home may 
level off soon, however. He cited 
bureau surveys of social indicators 
which show “ there still seems to be a 
high regard for family life,” although 
he said statistics have yet to reflect a 
leveling trend. 
On dissolution of marriages, the 
report noted that in 1975 10 per cent of 
all persons 25 to 54 years old who had 
ever married were reported as either 
divorced and not remarried or 
separated. The 1970 figure was 7 per 
cent. 
One consequence of higher divorce 
and separation rates has been an in­ 
crease in the number of families 
headed by women and the number of 
children living with only one parent. 
The study revealed that in 1975, 80 
per cent of all children under 18 lived 
with both parents, compared with 85 
per cent five years earlier. 
In the same period, the number of 
families headed by women jumped by 
1.6 million to 7.2 million. That means 
the percentage of families headed by 
women increased from 11 per cent in 
1970 to 13 per cent in 1975.

This, I am sure, is the year of harsh 
truth.

I am the eternal optimist; the only 
thing strong enough to defeat America 
is Americans. I feel that my mind must 
be cracking when 1 read that half of all 
our citizens feel that the government 
owes them a living. 
One-fifth of all families turns the TV 
set off when the news begins. They 
don’t want to hear it. Their nerves 
twitch with worry. These are the

people who do not want to know the 
truth. They are afraid of it. 
Our government still sees its mission 
as saving the world when it cannot 
save us. It has been buying friends for 
55 years and is shocked when nobody 
stays bought. It sells millions of tons of 
wheat to Russia on credit for their 
starving people. It spent 30 billion a 
year on Vietnam. And 55,000 lives of 
our young. 
I^ast year 24 American millionaires, 
who averaged two-and-a-half million 
apiece in income, paid not one dollar in 
taxes. Our oil companies paid eight 
times as much in taxes to Arab nations 
as they paid here. Many of our patriots 
brag about their tax shelters. 
We have much more government 
than we can afford in Washington, in 


our states and cities. We pay for 
overlapping services; we pay too 
much for food, for rent; we anguish 
over dwindling savings and we are 
asked to give more to charity.

NEW YORK (AP) - John y. Jen­ 
nings has a message for America in 
the year 1976, a year in which many 
important labor contracts will be 
negotiated. 
We are a 
nation of economic 
illiterates, says Jennings, excusing 
nobody. Students, teachers, workers, 
executives, government officials — all 
illiterate, he says. 
Because we are so ignorant, he 
continues, we suffer a plague of 
economic ailments, including in­ 
flation, strikes, a shortage of capital 
for expanding industry, and a variety 
of needless frictions and frustrations. 
Particularly irksome to Jennings, 
who is a lawyer and consultant, is the 
misunderstanding of profits. No 
matter whom he asks, he says, they 
seem to think profits are greater than 
they 
really 
are. 
He 
includes 
businessmen. 
During the first half of 1975, he says, 
all manufacturing corporations earned 
a net profit after taxes of $21.7 billion 
on sales of $513.7 billion, for a return on 
sales of 4.2 per cent. 
Recently he questioned some cor­ 
porate personnel officers. Analyzing 
their written responses, he found they 
believed profit margins were 33 per 
cent. He wasn’t shocked. 
Almost 
nobody knows the answer, he says. 
He asked the same group what they 
considered a fair profit. They said 10 
per cent. That’s more than twice what 
manufacturers have been making, and 
seven times the 1.4 per cent earned by 
retailers. 
“ Nobody knows the arithmetic,” 
said Jennings, a former mediator of 
union-management debates and later 
a corporate execu Iv : and head of John 
Q. Jennings Ass 
ates. In the mid- 
1940s he headed the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service in Michigan. 
“ I’ve never had trouble with 
unions,” he said, adding that he has 
The y 'll Do it Ev e ry Time 
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found union leaders reasonable in their 
demands when presented the facts. 
“Give them the facts and they act re­ 
sponsibly,” he said. 
But, he said, the unions often hear 
corporations boasting to stockholders 
while crying to unions. “ They’re not 
mind readers; you can’t expect them 
to guess the facts, the truth.” 
If the information isn’t made 
available to them, he asked, how- can 
you expect workers not to feel they are 
being denied their share of the pie, 
considering the false assumptions they 
and others are inclined to make? 
For example, he said, there is a 
widespread notion that workers don’t 
share the benefits of the economy they 
help create. Few people know, he 
maintains, that employes receive 89.6 
per cent of the divisible income of a 
corporation. 
The remaining 10.4 per cent, he 
points out, goes for what is referred to 
as profits after taxes, but he cites a 
poll that suggests employes think the 
division is about 75 per cent profit, 25 
per cent compensation. 
“ The colossal difference between 
this opinion and the facts constitutes 
what 
is 
probably 
the 
greatest 
economic delusion of the 20th cen­ 
tury,” Jennings said in an interview. 
Well, why not come out with the 
facts? That’s where Jennings comes 
in. It’s his business to convince cor­ 
porations to release division of income 
facts that often are hidden not only 
from workers but investors and even 
themselves. 
It’s an old tradition, he maintains. 
He recalls that in 1946, after 175,000 
General Motors employes had been on 
strike for more than three months, the 
company finally revealed that the 
division of income was 90-10. 
Shortly thereafter, said Jennings, 
who was mediator, the United Auto 
Workers accepted 18.5 cents an hour, 
“or only five cents more than the 13.5 
cents they had been offered before the 
strike,” a reasonable agreement in his 
opinion. 
“ I have always thought it a tragedy 
that GM didn’t give them the division 
of income figure before the strike; had 
they done so there might never have 
been a strike.” he said. 
Jennings has managed to convince 
some companies to publicize income 
and other figures “ meaningful in the 
union hall.” It makes for peace, he 
insists.

When all safety 
factors are established, then, and only 
then, is it carefully tried on selected 
human beings, to be sure that these 
potent drugs do not have unexpected 
toxic effect. 
It is understandable that persons 
anxious about their own illnesses 
would be tempted by drugs which 
seem to hold promise of relief. 
Yet the wisest and safest rule is to 
patiently wait until the FDA gives its 
official sanction. 


Every few months I get an attack of 
cystitis.

Cystitis is an infection, or in­ 
flammation, of the urinary bladder. It 
occurs commonly in women and young 
girls. 
A germ can enter the bladder from 
the outside and produce rather typical 
symptoms. A burning sensation, 
sometimes pain in the lower abdomen, 
associated with a feeling of incomplete 
emptying of the bladder, is common. 
Frequency of urination and a sense of 
urgency almost always accompany 
cystitis. 
In rare instances, the bladder can be 
infected from some primary infection 
higher up in the urinary tract and in 
the kidneys. 
Examination of the urine, special 
tests with X-rays and dyes can 
determine the nature of the infection 
and often pm-point its origin. Treat­ 
ment with the antibiotics and sulfa 
drugs are effective in controlling 
cystitis and preventing complications. 
Good personal hygiene must be 
taught to all children. Only in this way 
can infections be prevented from 
passing from the rectal area to the 
urinary- tract. Repeated bouts of 
cystitis should not be casually 
overlooked. They should be tracked 
down until the exact cause is revealed.

For a long time I have been im­ 
pressed by the good relationship that 
exists between the pharmaceutical 
manufacturers and the Federal Drug 
Administration. 
It is said that it takes between five 
and eight years before a new drug or 
chemical is released to the general 
market in the United States. 
From the time it is created, ex­ 
tensive testing is done with ex­ 
perimental animals. When all safety 
factors are established, then, and only 
then, is it carefully tried on selected 
human beings, to be sure that these 
potent drugs do not have unexpected 
toxic effect. 
It is understandable that persons 
anxious about their own illnesses 
would be tempted by drugs which 
seem to hold promise of rebel. 
Yet the wisest and safest rule is to 
patiently wait until the FDA gives its 
official sanction. 


Every few months I get an attack of 
cystitis. Is there any way it can be 
prevented? 
Miss D.E., Ore. 
Dear Miss E.: 
Cystitis is an infection, or in­ 
flammation, of the urinary bladder. It 
occurs commonly in women and young 
girls 
A germ can enter the bladder from 
the outside and produce rather typical 
symptoms. A burning sensation, 
sometimes pain in the lower abdomen, 
associated with a feeling of incomplete 
emptying of the bladder, is common. 
Frequency of urination and a sense of 
urgency almost always accompany 
cystitis. 
In rare instances, the bladder can be 
infected from some primary infection 
higher up in the urinary tract and in 
the kidneys. 
Examination of the urine, special 
tests with X-rays and dyes can 
determine the nature of the infection 
and often pin-point its origin. Treat­ 
ment with the antibiotics and sulfa 
drugs are effective in controlling 
cystitis and preventing complications. 
Good personal hygiene must be 
taught to all children. Only in this way 
ran infections be prevented from 
passing from the rectal area to the 
urinary tract. Repeated bouts of 
cystitis should not be casually 
overlooked They should be tracked 
down until the exact cause is revealed. 
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ROME, Gt. 
(AP) — A Vietnam 
veteran who v*ills himself a "free­ 
lance soldier" s.*ys he plans to work 
for the Comm urn ts in Angola because 
the pay is better than for Western- 
backed factions in the civil war. 
The veteran, who refused to allow 
his name to be used, was quoted 
Monday by the Rome News-Tribune as 
saying both the Soviet Union and the 
United States are recruiting merce­ 
naries to fight in Angola. 
There have been reports — dented by 
the White House — that the Central 
Intelligence Agency has recruited 
mercenaries to fight against Soviet- 
backed forces. 
Although it is illegal for a U.S. 
citizen to fight in the service of another 
country, the veteran said the practice 
is widespread. 
He said he will receive $2,800 a 
month and the rank of major for 
fighting with the Sovietbacked Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola. 
"The work will be routine guerilla 
warfare — the hit and run sort of 
thing," he was quoted as saying. 
In an interview with reporter Betsy 
Neal, the veteran, who was referred to 
as "Don," said he was recruited 
through an advertisement in an 
Atlanta newspaper. 
The m anager of classified ad­ 
vertising for the Atlanta Journal and 
Constitution — the city’s two major 
newspapers — could find no record of 
such an ad in the past six weeks. He 
said federal regulations would prohibit 
any ad specifying men or young 
persons for jobs. 
"Some of my associates on the West 
Coast say that American recruiters 
are coming to their door and asking 
them to sign up for service," the man 
called Don was quoted as saying. 
He told Miss Neat the alleged 
American recruiters are not iden­ 
tifying the groups they represent but 
are recruiting in the name of Holden 
Roberto, head of the U.S.-backed

COLUM BUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
Personnel Board of Review has 
received a flood of appeals from state 
employes unhappy with their new job 
classifications. 
A pay bill passed by the legislature 
last year required reclassification of 
about 88,000 state employes, state 
university workers and county em­ 
ployes whose salaries are reimbursed 
by 
the state. 
The measure 
also 
provided minimum pay hikes for those 
employes of 20 cents per hour. 
The board had received more than 
100 appeals by Monday afternoon. 
Employes have 30 days to appeal their 
classifications to the board of review 
under state law. 
The board has asked that each ap­ 
peal include the employe’s name, 
home address, department or agency, 
the job description being appealed and 
the description desired and a brief 
reason for the appeal. 
Appeal forms are being provided by 
the Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation’s office of fiscal 
management, The American Feder­ 
ation of State, County and Municipal 
Employes (A FSC M E) and the Ohio 
Civil Service Employes Association 
(O CSEA). 
The OCSEA advises its members 
that the board has three options in an 
appeal: Reduction of the employes 
classification, 
upgrading 
it, 
or 
retaining the existing classification. 
State 
Adm inistrative 
Services 
Director Richard L. Krabaeh said last 
month that he expected 10,000 to 12,000 
appeals because employes would not 
understand the reclassifications.
